Befides,  Shakfpeaie  could  never  make  an  e\aA  fpsakcr  refer  to 
this  charailer,  bec^uie  the  fubjeft  he  is  upon  is  tradition  and  a«- 
ttquitj,  which  have  no  relation  to  it ;  and  becaufe  it  appears  frqin 
tM  turn  of  the  palTage,  that  he  is  apologizing  for  his  equivoca- 
tion by  a  rtfutaile  pta&ice.  To  keep  the  reader  no  longer  in 
Aifpencc,  tny  coojcdure  is,  that  Shakfpeaie  wrote  and  pointed 
the  lines  io.this  nianner:

known  edition  of  this  tragedy  is  printed  for  Andrew  wife,  1 597 1 
but  Harrington,  in  his  ApoUeit  of  Pietrie,  written  1590,  and  - 
preiixedio  the  tranllation  ot  Ariofia,  fays,  that  a  tragedy  of 
Rithard  the  Third,  had  been  «£led  at  Cambridge.  His  wordi 
are,  "  Poi  tragedies,  to  omit  other  famouj  tragedies,  that  which 
was  played  at  St.  Joho'f  in  Cambridge,  oi  Richard  iht  Third, 
would  move,  I  think,  PhaUria  the  tyrant,  and  lemfie  atl  ty- 
rannona  minded  men,  &c."  He  moft  probably  means  Shak- 
fpeare's ;  and  if  fo,  wc  may  argoe,  that  there  is  fome  more  aii- 
cent  edition  of  this  play  than  what  I  have  mentioned  ;  at  leaft 
this  fhews  how  early  Shakfpeare's  play  appeared;  or  if  fome 
other  Richard  the  Third  ii  here  alluded  to  by  Harrington,  that 
a  play  on  this  fubjeft  preceded  our  author's,     Warton.  " 

Itappears  from  the  following  paflage  in  the  preface  10  ^faflleTs 
Saveiuitb  yeu  ta  Safren  Walden,  er  Gabriel  Harvey' i  Hunt  ituf, 
ij^fi,  that  a  Latin  tragedy  of  K.  Rich.  III.  had  beeii  aAed  at 

Trinity  college,  Cambridge :  " or  his  fellow*  codfhead,  that

md  arbi,  when  his  whole  part  was  no  more  than— t/rAr,  urbti  »i 
Mrma,  ad arma"     Steevbns. 

The  play  on  this  fubjeft  mentioned  byfir  John  Harrington  in 
\a%  Afahgie  far  Peetrii,  1591,  and  fometimes  mifbken  for  Shak- 
fpeare's, was  a  Latin  one,  written  by  Dr.  Legge ';  and  afted  at  St. 
John's  in  our  nniverfity,  fome  years  before  1588,  the  date  of  the 
copy  in  the  Muleum.  This  appears  from  a  better  MS.  in  our 
library atEmmanuel,  with  the  names  of  the  original  performer*. 

A  childilh  imitation  of  Dr.  Legge's  play  wnj  written  by  one 
Lacy,  1583  ;  which  had  not  been  worth  mentioning,  were  ihry 
not  confounded  b^  Mr.  Capell.     Farmer. 

Heywood,  in  his  ASor's  f'iniikalinn,  mentions  the  p!av  of  AT. 
Rich.  in.  "  afted  in  St.  John's  Cambridge,  fu  effentiBlIy,  that 
bad  the  tyrant' Wfl/anV  beheld  his  bToody  proceedings,  it  had 
mollified  his  heart,  and  made  him  relent  at  fight  of  his  inhuman 
maffacres."  And  in  the  bookes  of  the  Stationers'  Coinpany, 
-June  19, 159+.  Thomas  C»ede  made  the  fbHowiflg  en  try.  "  j1i»  _ 
enterlude,  intitled  the  tragedie  of  Richard  the  Third,  wWrein  it 
Hiown  the  deaihe  of  Edward  the  Fourthe,  with  the  fmothtrih^ 
ofthe  twoo  princes  in  the  Tower,  with  the  lamentable  ende  of 
Shore's  wife,  and  the  contention  of  the  two  houles  of  LancaAcr 
and  Yorke."  This  conid  not  have  been  tl:e  work  of  Shakfpeare, 
unlefs  he  afterwards  difmiffed  the  death  of  Jane  Shore,  as  an  un- 
■  necelTary  incident,  when  he  rcvifed  the  play.  Perhaps,  how-

THUS  Uii  tbt  firmal  y'KK;  Iniqtiity,  icj  A»  this  coTTDpt 
reading  in  the  commoa  books  hath  ocufioned  our  faying  fomei 
thing  of  the  barbarities  of  theatrical  reprefcntadons  amoog&  oi 
before  the  time  of  Shakfpeare,  it  may.  not  be  improper,  for  a 
better  apprehenfiou  of  this  whole  matteri  to  give  the  reader  fome 
general  accoutit  of  the  rife  and  progrefi  of  the  modern  fiage. 

The  firft  form  in  which  the  drama  appeared  in  the  welL  of  Eu- 
lope,  after  the  dellruiUoaoflearned  Greece  and  Rame,  and  that 
a  calm  of  dulnef*  had  finifked  npon  letters  what  the  rage  of  bar- 
barifm  had  begun,  was  that  of  the  Mylteries.  Thefe  were  the 
falhiixiable  aiu  faraorite  divcrfioiu  of  all  ranks  of  people  bocH 
in  France,  Spain,  and  England,  In  which  laS  place,  as  we 
learn  by  Stow,  they  were  in  ufe  about  the  time  of  Richard  the 
iecond  and  H^nry  the  fourth.  As  to  Italy,  by  what  I  can  find^ 
the  firit  rudiments  of  their  ftage,  with  regard  to  t\xem»ttrr,  were 
prophane  fubjcAs,  and,  with  regard  to  tbe/(ir«i,  a  corrupttan  of 
the  ancient  ioin/j  and  aittlUius:  by  which  means  they  got.fdoti«f 
Into  the  right  road  than  their  neighbours  ;  having  had  regular 
plays  amoDgfl  ihem  wrote  as  early  as  the  fifteenth  century. 

As  to  thele  mjfitriii,  they  were,  ai  their  name  fpeaki  them,  a 
reprereotation  ol  fome  fcripture-flory,  tt  tht  lift ;  as  may  be  fern 
from  the  following  paJTage  in  an  old  French  hiltory,  incitled,  ^i 
Cbreniqat  lie  Miiz  compefle  par  U  turi  d*  St.Eucbaiet;  which  will 
five  the  reader  no  bad  idea  of  the  furpriftng  abfurdity  of  thefii 
nrange  reprefentations :  "  L'an  1437  U  3  Juillet  {Jays tbi imt^ 
Cirtnider)  fut  fait  la  Jeu  de  la  Paffion  de  N.  S.  en  la  plaine  de 
Veximtel.  Et  fut  Dieu  un  hre  appelle  Seigneur  Nicolle  Doat 
Neufchaftel,  lequel  etoit  Cure  de  St.  Viilour  de  Meta,  lequ^l . 
fut  prefque  mort  en  la  Croix,  s'il  ne  f^  ete  fecourils ;  &  caii- 
vient  qu'un  autre  Frccre  fut  misen  la  Croix  pour  parfairelePer- 
Ibnnagedu  Crucifiment  pour  ce  jour;  &  le  lendemun  loditCure 
de  St.  Vidour  par£t  la  RefarreAion,  et  Ac  ties  hautement  fon 

perfonage;  &  dura  le  dit  jeu- £t  autre  Prctreqoi  s'appelloit

d'Aclcr,  &c."  Alluding  to  this  kind  of  leprefen  ration*  arch- 
failhop  Harfnct,  in  his  Dttlaraiion  ef  Pef,ijh  Impafturti,  p.  7I. 
■  fays,  "  Tielictle  children  were  never. fo  afraid  of  Hell-mouth 
in  the  old  plays,  painted  with  great  gang  teeth,  ftaring  tyvs, 
and  foul  bottle  nofe."  Carew,  \xihiaSurvi)v/Ciirn'wall,  gtvej 
A  fuller  defcfiptian  of  them  ia  thefe  words,  "  The  Guarj  MU 
rtuli,  in  ^n^^aMiracIt  Plaj,  is  a  kind  of  interlude  compiled 
in  Cornifh  out  of  fome  fcriptore  hiftory.  For  reprefeniing  it, 
they  raife  an  earthen  amphitheatre  in  fome  open  field,  having 
the  diameter  of  an  indoftd  playne,  fome  4Cf  or  jo  foot.  Tfctf 
country  people  flock  from  all  lides  many  miles  aS,  to  fee  and 
hear  it.  For  they  have  therein  devils  and  devices,  to  detiglit  as 
well  the  eye  as  the  ear.  The  players  canne  not  their  parts  with' 
out  book,  but  are  prompted  by  one  called  the  ara'rnifry,  whofol- 
loweth  at  their  back  with  the  book  in  his  hand,  &c.  &c." 
There  was  always  a  droU  or-bufFoon  in  thefe  myfierits,  to  make 
the  people  mirth  with  his  fuFeridgs  or  abfurdities :  and  thef 
could  think  of  no  better  a  perfonage  tofuft^m  this  part  tliait  tha 
devil  himfelf.  ■  Even  in  the  myfttrj  of  the  Pajfien  mentioned 
above,  it  was  contrived  to  make  him  ridiculous.  Which  cii- 
camflance  is  hinted  at  by  Shakfpeare  (who  has  frequent  allufion* 


to  thtfe  things)  in  the  Taming  e/  tbt  Shrevi,  where  one  of  the 
flayers  afka  for  a  Utik  vinegar,  {m  Z  prapiTly)  to  mail  tbt  Jpull 
rear.     For  after  the  fpange  with  the  gall  and  vinegar  tud  beea 


_mployed  in  the  reprefeniation,  they  ufed  to  clap  it  to  the  nofc 
of  the  devil ;  which  making  him  roar,  as  if  it  had  been  halj\ 
'uiattr,  aSbrded  infinite  diverfion  to  the  people.  So  that  tiirttgar 
In  the  old  farces,  was  always  afterward*  in  ufa  to  torment  their 
devil.  We  have  divers  old  Engliih  proverbs,  in  which  ihs  devil 
is  reprefented  aa  afting  or  fafiering  ridicutoufly  and  abfurdty, 
wlijch  all  arofe  from  the  part  he  bore  in  thefe  ujfitriti,  as  in 
that,  forinftance,  oi-~Grcat  ery  and  little  •want,  at  tbc  drvil/aid 
•uiien  htpttrtdbii  btgs.  For  the  Iheep-Aeanng  of  Nabal  faeiog 
teprefented  iti  the  myfiiry  of  David  attd  Ahigatl,  and  the  dcvil 
always  attending  Kabal,  was  made  to  imitate  h  hj  Jheariag  a 
keg.  This  kind  of  abfurdity,  as  it  is  the  propereft  to  create 
laughter,  was  the  fubje£t  of  the  ridicuhui  in  the  ancient  mima, 
ss  we  learn  from  thefe  words  of  faint  Auflin:  Nt /atiatnui  ut 
mimi/oUnf,  fJ  aptimus  a  libera  aquam,  alympbiivinum*. 

Thefe  my^tries,  we  fee,  were  given  in  France  at  fitft,  as  well 
SI  in  England  fub  die,  and  only  in  the  provinces.  Afterwards" 
we  find  them  got  into  Paris,  and  a  company  efiabliOied  in  the 
Biul de  Bnurgagni  to  reprefent  them.  But  good  letters  and  re- 
ligion beginning  to  make  their  way  in  tlio  latter  end  of  the  reign 
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of  Francis  the  firft,  the  ftupidity  and  prophaneneCs  of  the  my^triei 
Biade  the  courtiers  and  clergy  join  t^eir  interelt  for  their  fuppref^ 
fion.  Accordingly,  in  the  year  1541,  the  procureur- general, 
ID  th*  name  of  the  king,  f  refented  a  requefi  againft  the  company 
to  the  parliament.  The  three  principal  branches  of  his  charge 
againft  them  were,  that  the  reprcfentation  of  the  Old  Teftament 
flories  inclined  the  people  to  Judaifm  ;  that  the  New  Teftameni 
florieg  encouraged  hbertinifm  and  infidelity;  and  that  both  of 
them  leCened  the  charities  to  the  poor  :  It  feems  that  this  profe- 
cntion  fucceeded ;  for,  in  1548,  the  parliament  of  Paris  con- 
firmed the  company  in  the  poiTeffion  of  the  Haiti  Je  Bourgognt,^ 
butinterdid:ed  the  reprcfentation  of  the  myftiria.  But  in  i)pain, 
we  find  by  Cervantes,  that  they  continued  much  longer;  and 
held  their  own,  even  after  good  comedy  came  ip  amongft  them  : 
as  appears  from  the  excellent  critique  of  the  canon,  in  the  fourth 
book,  where  he  Ihows  how  tjje  old  extravagant  romances  might 
be  made  the  foundation  of  a  regular  epic  (which,  he  fays,  taa- 
.  Hen  piuili't/cri-ver/e ai pro/a  cimB  en  •uer/o'  ;)  as  the  myfteVy-fl^t 
might  be  improved  into  artfn!  cemedy.  His  words  are  Faei  ^ai 
jtf  tienimai  a  lai  eameJiai  Ji-vinai,  qui  de  tailagret  falfas  Jingen  en 
eilai,  yui  ie  ee/as  apocrifas,  y  mal  tntcudidas ,  Dilribuejtndo  a  utt 
fanta  hs  milagrcs  de  etra  \  ;  which  made  them  fo  fond  of  miracles 
that  they  introduced  them  into  las  eomediai  humanai,  he  calls 
them.     To  return: 

Upon  this  prohibition,  the  French  poets  turned  themfelves 
ifrom  rilighut  to  mitral  farces.  And  in  this  we  foon  followed 
them ;  the  public,  taAe  not  fuffering  any  greater  alteration  at 
£rfl,  thongh  the  Italians  at  this  time  afforded  many  juft  compo- 
£tions  for  oetter  models.  Thefe  farces  they  called  mcraliiiei, 
Pierre  Gringore,  one  of  their  old  poets,  printed  one  of  thefe 
moralities,  intiiled  La  Moraliic  de  t'Hiimme  Qhjiine.  The  per- 
fons  of  the  drama  are  VHamme  Oi^inc—Pugniiioit  Divine—^ 
Simoiiie—Hjpccrijie — and  Dimirites-Communes.  The  Hcmme  Oi- 
j?;WIs  the  atheilt,  and  comes  in' blafpheniing,  and  determineA 
to  pcrfill  in  his  impieties.  Then  Pugnition  Di'vini  appean. 
fitting  on  3  throne  in  the  air,  and' menacing  the  arheifl  with 
punifliment.  After  this  fcene^  Simcxle,  Hypocrijie,  and  Denterim- 
Cceaitunei  appear  and  play  their  parts.  In  conclufion,  PHgnilien 
Di'vini  returns,  preaches  to  them,  upbraids  them  with  their 
crimes,  and,  in  fhort,  draws  them  all  to  repentance,  all  but 
the  Hemme  Ohjlinl,  who  perfifts  in  his  tmpictv,  and  is  deftroyed 
for  an  example.  To  this  fadierious  fubjefl  they  added,  thoagli 
in  a  fcparate  reprcfentation,  a  merry  kind  of  farce  mailed  Saiiie, 
in  which  there  was  un  Pay  fan  [the  C/cwti]  under  the  name  of 
Sit-CommuB  [or  Fcol.']  But  we,  who  borrowed  all  thefe  deli- 
cacies from  the  Ftencb^  blended  the  Meraliti  and  SeiiiS  toge- 
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Hier :  So  that  the  Payfan  or  Sel-Commun,  the  Cla^n  or  Fial, 
got  A  JilaCe  in  oiif  fetioas  momiitUr ;  Whofe  bolinefs  we  roaj" 
underftand  in  the  frequent  allulions  our  Shakfpeare  iQakss  to 
ihem  :  as  in  that  line  Ipeech  in  the  beginning  of  th^  third  aft 
of  Mta/ure/or  Meafure,  where  we  have  this  bbTcilte  pai&gc  :

Though  it  is  very  difficult  to  decide  whether  fhort  pieces  be 
genuine  or  fpurioo!,  yet  I  cannot  reftrain  mylelffrom  cxprcfling 
my  fufpicion  that  neither  the  prolo?ae  nor  epilogue  to  this  play 
i»  ihc  work  of  Shak/peare';  neavuLui,  neu  calet.  It  appears  to 
we  very  likely  that  they  were  fupplied  by  the  friendfiiip  or  offi- 
cioafnefs  of  Jonfon,  whofe  manner  they  will  be  perhaps  found 
«xattly  to  refembk.  There  is  yet  another  fuppofision  poffible  ; 
the  prologue  and  epilogue  may  iiave  been  written  after  Shaic-

THE  hiHorical  dramas  are  now  concluded,  of  which  the  two 
Vartt  of  Htnry  tbt  Fturtb,  and  Hvtry  ibe  Fifth,  are  among  the 
oappieft  of  our  author's  compofilions  ;  and  King  ^abn,  Ricbard 
the  Third,  and  Henry  tbt  Eighth,  defervedly  Aand  in  the  fecond 
dafs.  Thafe  whofe  corioiity  would  refer  the  hiHorical  fcencs 
M  their  original,  ,niay  confult  Holinlhcd,  and  fometimes  Hall : 
bom  Holinlhed  Sbakfpeare  has  often  Inleried  whole  fpeeches 
with  no  more  alteration  than  was  necelTiiry  co  the  numiiersof  bii 
verfe.  To  (ranfcribe  them  into  the  margin  was  unneceiTary,  be- 
caufe  the  original  is  ealily  examined,  and  diey  are  feldom  lela 
perfpjcuous  in  the  poet  than  in  the  hiflcrian. 

To  play  hiftories,  or  to  exhibit  a  fucceGion  of  ev^nta  by  a£tioQ 
and  dialogue,  was  a  common  entertainment  among  our  rude  an- 
cefiors  upon  great  fefiivities.  The  parilh  clerks  once. performed 
at  Clerkenwell,  a  play  which  laltea  three  days,  containing  Tb* 
Hijiorj  tfibt  mriJ.     joHNBOH. 

It  appears  from  more  than  one  MS.  in  the  Britilh  Mufenm, 
that  the  Cradelinen  of  Chefler  were  tbree  dajt  employed  in  ths 
reprefeatation  of  their  twenty-four  Whitfun  plays  or  myfieries. 
The  like  perforin  a  nce«  at  Coventry  mull  have  taken  up  a  longer 
time,  af  they  are  no  lefs  than  forty  in  number.  The  exhibition 
of  them  began  on  Carpus  Cbrifii  day,  which  was,  (according  to 
Dugdale)  one  of  their  ancient  fairs.

^  La  ut  revingt  this  toith  »ur  pjkes,  tre  vie  hcceme  rakes :}  It 
was  Shakfpeare's  delign  to  make  this  fellow  quibble  all  the  way. 
But  time,  who  has  done  greater  thing*,  has  here  ftifJed  a  mifer- 
able  joke  ;  which  was  then  the  fame  as  if  it  bad  been  now  wroie, 
hit  ui  noiu  rivingt  thii  luilb  forkSj  tre  lui  bicemt  rakes  :  for  fiitt 
then  fignified  the  lame  as  fcris  do  now.  So  Jewel  io  his  own 
tranllatlon  of  his  ApeUgf,  turns  Cbriftianoi  ad  fnrcas  cahJamuiri, 
to— 70  cBttdemn  Cbrijiiani  to  thi  pikes.  But  the  Oxford  editor, 
without  knowing  any  thing  of  this,  has  with  gteat  fagacity  fband 
OQt  the  joke,  and  reads  on  his  own  authorit/,  pitch-forks.

'  *  trt  lot  hecome  takes :]  It  is  plain  that,  in  our  author's  time, 
we  had  the<  proverb,  as  lean  ai  a  rait.  Of  thisjiroverb  the  ori* 
ginal  is  obfcure.  Rait  now  figniiies  a  dij/bluie  man,  a  man  won 
out  with  difcafe  and  debauchery.  But  ihe  fignilication  is,  I 
think,  much  more  modern  than  the  proverb.  Rteitl,  in  lHandlck. 
IS  faid  to  mean  a  cur-deg,  ^nd  this  was  probably  the  £rlt  afc 
among  us  of  the  word  rate  ;  ai  lean  ai  a  rake  is,  therefore,  a9 
lean  as  a  dog  too  worihlefs  to  be  fed.     Johnson. 

Jt  may  be  fo  :  and  yet  1  believe  the  proverb,  at  lean  asa  rake, 
Owes  its  origin  fimply  to  the  thin  taper  form  of  the  inftrument  ■ 
made  ufe  of  Dy  hay-makers.  Chaucer  has  this  fimiie  in  his  de- 
fcription  of  the  clerk'i  horfe  in  the  prologue  to  the  Caalerinrf 
Talet,  late  edit,  v.  z88; 

"  As  lene  was  his  hors  as  is  a  raie" 
Spenfer  introduces,  it  in  the  fecond  book  of  his  Faerj  $^i». 
Canto  II: 

■'  His  body  lean  and  meagre  ai  a  rait." 
As  thin  as  a  'mhipfixg.fofi,  is  another  proverb  of  the  fame  kind. 
Stanyhurft,  in  his  tranflation  of  the  thirdbookof /7r^V,  1582, 
defcribing  Achcemenides,  fays: 

"   A  meigre  Icane  rate,  &c." 
This  pafiage  ieemi  to  countenana  Dr.  Johnfon's  fappoJition.

The  fenfe  of  the  old  reading  is,  Thtjogh  fome  of  you  hav« 
iieard  the  Aory,  I  will  fpread  it  yet  wider,  Snd  diffiife  it  among 
the  reft.  '  ■  , 

A  meafufe  of  wine  fpili,  is  called — "  a/fflri/ pottle  of  wine'T 
in  Decker's  comedy  of  The  Hontft  Whori.  1604.  So,  in  Tkt 
Hyftorit  efClyamn,  Knight  of  tit  Gdden  ShiiU,  &c.  a  plsy  pub. 
lilhed  in  1599: 

"  The  hugie  bcapes  of  cares  tkat  lodged  in  ray  minde 
"  AreyE'iW  rromtheirnelUing'p'lace,  and  pleafurcs  paf- 
fage  find." 
Again,  in  Decker's  Honift  IFhert,  alresdy  qaoted  : 
"  Cut  off  hi)  beard. 

"  Fye,  fyef  idle,  idle;  he's  no  FKnchman,  to  fret  at  .the 
lofsof  alittle/ca/'^hair."  In  the  North  ihey  fay /f<i/r  the  corn, 
/.  e.  fcaiter  it :  /call  the  mucfc  well,  i.  c.  fpread  the  dung  well. 
The  two  foregoing  inftances  are  taken  from  Mr.  Lamb's  notei 
on  the  old  metrical  hiftory  of  Fhdim  FielJ^ 

Again,  Htliajbcd,  vol.  If.  p.  4.99,  fpeakingof  the  retreat  of 
the  Welchmen  during  the  abfence  of  Richard  11.  fays  :  "  — thsy 
would  no  longer  abide,  but_/?ii/rr/ and  departed  away."  So  again, 
p.  530 !  "  — 'whereupon  their  vtQo-^% Jcaitd,  and  fied  their  wates." 
In  the  Gloffary  to  Gawin  Doo^giaj'a  TranOaiion  of  Vrr^,  the 
following  account  ot'the  word  is  given.  Skail,  fiali,  la  fcaiter, ' 
10  fprtad,  perhaps-from  the  Fr.  e/cbeveler,  Ital.  fcafigiiari,  crihes 
paifos,  feu  fparfos  habere.  All  from  the  Latin  tapiilui.  Thut 
tfihrveUr,  fchi^tl,  fiail;  but  of  a  more  general  fignilication.
